been working for a new Junior High school 
would not allow Article 13 to be disposed 
of so summarily, and called for a rising 
vote which nevertheless resulted in its 
postponement by a vote of 115 to 87. Andover 
will adopt a new accounting system in 
accordance with Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws, and the indefinite postponement of 
action on Sunday sports was equivalent to 
voting against them in Andover for at least 
a year. 

The meeting of 1929 was the most largely 
attended since the one held the first year 
women exercised their privilege of suffrage. 
Not only was every seat occupied but scores 
stood along the sides and at the back of the 
hall. 

Although some of the discussions waxed 
acrimonious they were conducted with 
more intelligence than in recent years. From 
a dramatic point of view the dialogue be- 
tween Chairman Hardy of the Board of 
Selectmen and Matthew Burns, with the 
reconstruction of North Main street as its 
theme, was as good as anything a Town 
meeting has afforded for some time. 

The sum of $662,205.49 was appropriated 
of which $545,455.49 was for regular main- 
tenance appropriations under Article 3. 
The special appropriations included $50,000 
for the reconstruction of North Main street 
and $1,750 for water extension on Salem 
street. The estimated state and county tax 
is $65,000. The tax rate for the year is 
estimated at approximately $26. The rate 
for 1928 was $25. 

Many voters left after the protracted 
discussion on Article 5 and the meeting 
was finally adjourned at 5.55. 


THE MEETING 

The meeting was called to order by Mod- 
erator Alfred E. Stearns. The results of the 
election held on Monday, March 4, were 
read,

Finance Committee this clear cut statement 
on Page 102 

Last year at the town meeting the Modera- 
tor was authorized to appoint a committee 
to survey the situation as to salaries paid 
by the Town. This committee was duly 
appointed and at once set upon an arduous 
and painstaking effort to fulffll the purposes 
of its creation. It has made its report as 
ordered to the Finance Committee. The 
salary committee has labored conscientiously 
and continuously, the members giving 
generously of their time and energy to fully 
cover the situation. The earnest study they 
have made of the subject matter entitles 
their support to the greatest weight and 
consideration. It is of such a thorough nature 
that it is thought only proper that it should 
be printed in full in the town report. Your 
Finance Committee concurs fully in the 
conclusions reached and has included in the 
budget items the amounts required to put 
it in force. The original estimates handed 
in have been increased to meet these re- 
quirements. 

The report of the committee on salaries 
will be found on Page 109. It has never been 
the thought of the Moderator that it was 
his business or his privilege to explain or 
enlarge upon the Finance Committee’s report, 
but merely to note their recommendations, 
calling the attention of the citizens of the 
town to them so that they can act carefully. 
If the Moderator was in error in this in- 
stance, it was in not recognizing the fact 
that the public, or some of them, had not 
sensed what was going on, or had not read 
this report and so passed a vote that they 
did not fully understand the meaning of until 
later. On the floor, the question was raised 
as to whether this amount included that 
increase in salaries and the statement was 
made by the Moderator that it did. If 
there was anything left, therefore, which 
should have been done by the Moderator 
it would have been a further and fuller 
explanation of just what the Finance Com- 
mittee were doing. But they were working 
on your recommendation which you had 
authorized for the purpose of making some 
necessary increases in salaries, and it did 
not seem any of his business to go out of his 
way to do that. To take one item and at- 
tempt to explain it would seem to inject 
into the situation a bit of partisanship for or 
against that article which I did not have. I 
cannot see how, under the circumstances, 
I could have done so. If there is any blame 
attached it is attached to the Moderator 
rather than to those who were abiding by 
the governing board and did it in the open 
after a full printed report as to their actions, 
And now for the affairs of the present year.

John Traynor: I resign in favor of some- 
one. I have got one vote you know.

ohn F. O’Connell: Mr. Moderator, 
fellow-citizens, two years ago you were 
asked to require an explanation of every 
item in the article wherein such a large 
total sum is voted each year. That is usually 
the first article in the warrant and the one 
upon which we are about to adventure, As a 
result of the explanation which we required 
at that time, wherein you asked your elective 
and appointive officers to explain the reason 


for each increase of $500.00 or less, you 


succeeded in deferring certain expenditures, 
and some you killed off entirely which were 
never brought up again, with no great in- 
justice to the community. The result was 
that you cut your taxes dow, For instance, 
one of the items was the building of High 
street, and as a result of your inquir and 
your good judgment, it was postponed for a 
year, and the next year there was no ques- 
tion, and it went Le Nag as it should. 
Another typical item was for increasing the 
size of the pipe on Florence street for fire- 
fighting purposes. You remember you figured 
that the street was so close to the fire house 
that if a fireman should fall out of the win- 
dow he would roll onto Florence street. 
Nevertheless we were asked to rip up a 
pavement which is today a beautiful piece 
of pavement and increase the size 0 the 
pipe, notwithstanding the fact that there 
are full powered hydrants at the ends of the 
street. I mentioned that as an instance of 
how money can be saved, provided we do not 
let these principal items through without 
discussion. We paid the penalty last year 
by making no inquires for these detailed 
items which called for an explanation. I 
have heard many reasons and many persons 
blamed, but not one person blames the 
Moderator. He did his duty as he saw it. 

One of the most touching subjects in the 
world is that of the almshouse, and I don’t 
know whether this increase is justified or 
not. Perhaps it is. We often run across a 
case of a zealous official who feels that each 
year there should be an increase, just to 
show they are alive. The almshouse is a 
beautiful piece of architecture, built in 
connection with the Shawsheen develop- 
ment, and we thought it would take care of 
our unfortunate poor for some time to come. 
We have items calling for an increase for 
additions to buildings which are probably 
justified, but I move Mr. Moderator, if you 
will accept it as an informal motion, that it 
is the wish of the body here assembled to 
require an explanation of each of the items 
in the following article. 

Mr. Traynor: I second that motion. 

Frank H. Hardy: I don’t know that I 
was ever accused before of attempting to 
show that I was alive by simply adding a 
few items to a budget. I think the gentleman’s 
point is well taken and I have no hesitation 
whatever in stating any increase to any 
budget that we have before us. For the 
aantantai’é information I would say that 
the repairs include the building of a piazza, 
painting the property, which is apparently 
essential, and copper flashing. The piazza 
will cost $1800.00, the painting $450.00 and 
the copper flashing $106.25, making a total 
of $2356.25, less the amount appropriated 
for repairs in 1928 $512.17, leaves an amount 
of $1844.08. 

Mr. Traynor: This article here is where 
we got into the trouble of giving our coin 
away. We gave Mr. Higgins $900.00 and 
we gave the chief of police four or five hun- 
dred. We gave it away in armfuls and the 
only objection was a person over there asking 
the Moderator what it was all about. Now 
we have the time to right that wrong, and 
I say that we ought to right it. It is our duty 
to keep the taxes down in our town and not 
be raising salaries when we see so many idle 
people out of work. This building they are 
speaking about with this $1800.00. It really 
is a shame. It is practically a new building. 
You should remember when it was built, 
and I don’t think it was ever finished. Your 
selectmen came down and looked it over, 
and on account of it not having been finished, 
is the cause of what you are getting at the 
present time. They have only certain people 
to give contracts to. You are all wiped out 
and in regard to the Moderator and his 
remarks, he is the gentleman that appoints 
the committee, that frames these things, 
that goes into the town warrant. 

Matthew Burns: I would like to make an 
amendment to that motion, that the appro- 
priation be reduced to theamount necessary 
to paint that building without any piazza 
or anything. 

Mr. Hardy: That is absolutely foolish. 
It should include the work on the copper 
flashing costing $106.25, or else the rain 
is going to come in and spoil everything 
inside the house. 

Jeremiah J. Daly: We are running the 
Town Infirmary in an extravagant way. The 
cost per inmate per week is $14.40 without 
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salary question to your attention one year 
*g0 was due to the rea fact, ean 
that cam n I called your attention to 
these SAP questions to the best of my 
ability and when I was defeated I assumed 
that that was your will, and that you wanted 
that salary increase to go through, recom- 
mended by that committee which has no 
power only to recommend; and the Selectmen 
saw fit to put this increase over upon our 
tax-payers at a time when you knew the 
depreciation at our mills was getting to the 
lowest point. Your governing powers failed 
to explain to you that this was tied up in this 
ball of yarn and they done that to you 

eople. This salary steal has been explained 
by Mr. Eaton, but I have got the rulings 
of the best lawyers in the State of Massachu- 
setts unfortunately that you people did 
not know what you were voting about a 
year ago. That being known, there has been 
a bad taste in your mouth for the whole 
year and I think Mr. Higgins was a victim 
of circumstances over which he had no 
control. I am going to ask you to begin all 
over again. I am asking you to cut this 
appropriation $1500. If you don’t, then you 
must forever hold your tongues in regard 
to what you have been saying about those 
salary increases. If you reduce this amount, 
then you have no opportunity to increase 
the pay later. Then you can start clean with 
no nigger in the woodpile and no political 
promises to fulfill. I think you should vote 
to cut this appropriation $1500. That will 
put you where you were before this salary 
steal was put over on you one year ago. Then 
if you want to raise their pay, do it, and if 
you don’t, all right. 

I make an amendment that the Fire 
Department be cut $1500. You will see that 
in 1927 they almost had as much money. 
Now you see the size of the appropriation 
in 1927. Just think of it, asking for more 
money every year. That is the only cry 
they ever come here with. They never have 
any constructive recommendation to reduce 
the taxes. And just remember that these 
men on the platform don’t fix your taxes. 
You are the people right here who do it. 
You will notice a reduction in the valuation 
to $350,000. We are going down, and we 
cannot afford these things. rs think that 
over and come back if you please so that we 
can start all over again on this salary ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Hardy: I wonder if the meeting knows 
just how much this magnificent sum would 
mean on our tax rate. It would mean just 
six cents. He is fighting to save the Town 
of Andover six cents! 

Mr. Traynor: That is just Mr. Hardy. 
He would save you six cents every day. 
That is the way these politicians work their 
game. Remember what happened to us last 
year when any man asked to find out why 
Higgins and the chief of the fire department 
were getting a raise in wages. No man could 
find out. This cheap six cents is an insinua- 
tion. All you get on our money in the bank 
is three or four and they tell you six. I don’t 
agree with that and I don’t think you people 
will agree with it either, and as poor Richard 
says “A small leak will sink a great ship”. 
I hope that kind of a remark won’t be made 
any more. Reduce the salaries and I will 
get you a chief of the fire department. He 
spends the town money but holds on to his 
own pretty well. He is getting $50.00 a week 
for walking around doing nothing. I will 
get a man who will do it for $35.00 and be 
glad to get the job. He was running around 
at the fire in Shawsheen without even a 
stain on his hat. 

Archie N. Frost: I assume that the mover 
of this amendment desires to have the 
amount reduced by the exact amount that 
it was raised by the salary increase, and he 
has named that sum $1500.00, but the exact 
amount of the salary increases for the fire 
department last year, was $965.00 

Edward V. French: We should go very 
carefully in cutting down our fire depart- 
ment. We have a fire department now which 
has been developed to a good state of efficiency 
by a man who has put careful, earnest, 
hard work into it. I have seen him in many 
places night and day fighting the fires with 
energy and skill and intelligence. I don’t 
believe that there is any excuse whatever 
in the way the fire department is handled 
today, in cutting this appropriation. The 
mistakes of an incompetent man would cost 


interest on the investment. You will soon be 
able to charge up sufficient money to pay 
their board at Phillips Inn or some other 
institution. The Commonwealth allows towns 
and cities to combine in these institutions 
and that may be what we shall have to do. 
A large part of the expense is due to the 
overhead on account of the small size of the 
place. I think it would be a good idea to 
combine several cities and towns in one 
large institution, thereby cutting the cost 
and adding to the comfort of the inmates, 
and making it much better all around. 

Fred Swanton: I have had something to do 
with the almshouse and I would like to see 
the original motion carried. When the alms- 
house was built, the first plan called for a 
piazza. You haye some women there who 
should have a place to sit out. The men can 
get along without it, but the women need 
to get outdoors and get fresh air without 
having to tumble around over those roots 
and rough ground. You don’t want to shut 
these women into a house and keep them 
there from year to year. I have never raised 
my voice about it before because somebody 
might say I wanted it for myself, but now I 
am not there and I would like to see these 
poor old ladies get a chance to get out. 

Mr. Traynor: Do any of you know what 
part of the woods this is that these poor 
old ladies cannot get out? It is a beautiful 
place. I don’t want to see our citizens carried 
away by these remarks about the poor old 
women, or a poor little boy, or a poor little 
girl. Just go down there for yourself and 
see what a beautiful place it is and where 
they can walk around. 

Mr. Swanton: There have been a good 
many people over there to look around, but 
I wish more would go. If you did so I think 
the original motion would be carried today 
by a large majority,

years. I brought the first bill into the 
ihusetts Legislature seeking it for 


ite town of Andover. This bill came out of 
the Essex Board of Trade of which I was a 
member. And today with the utmost sorrow 
I mention the death of four men who worked 


in that association with me, and I ask you to 
pay tribute now to these four men, Thomas E. 
Rhodes, Frank L. Cole, Joseph A. Rand and 
George L. Averill, representing the Pomona 
Grange, by rising and remaining silent for 
one minute. The Essex County Board of 
Trade was made up of business and pro- 
fessional men, as well as other influential 
men of Essex County, and the County 
Commissioners are also frequently in at- 
tendance at these meetings. The first bill 
was brought up by Ralph M. Bauer, the 
present Mayor of Lynn. It seemed essential 


to the association that the State of Massa- 
chusetts take over, build and maintain 
all main or through thoroughfares with the 
kind of roads necessary today for the in- 
crease in traffic, because it was getting to be 
too wreat a burden for the towns to bear. 
The tinance committee voted this committee 
$100 and we sent printed notices to the 


Selectmen asking that they appear them- 
selves or send their representatives in behalf 
of this bill.) That hearing was held before 
the Committee on Roads and Motor Vehicles 
and was well attended by selectmen and 
representatives from all parts of the State. 
They went on record in favor of this petition. 
Mr. Williams, chairman of the State Com- 
mission, appeared in opposition. He said, 
I am surprised to find that the town of 
Andover today is sponsoring such a petition. 


My commission has been very generous to 
the town of Andover in the past. He referred 
to the building of the road from Haverhill 
street to Stimpson’s bridge and from Porter 


road to Chapel avenue under his predecessor 
from Andover who was then chairman of the 
commission, and he quoted Mr. Cole as 
saying that that was the last aid that the 
town of Andover could expect on Main 
street. In March 1926 the article appeared 
in the warrant asking for an appropriation 
signed by ten citizens, but it was stricken 
from the warrant last year. Then Representa- 
tive Jordan of Lawrence again filed a bill in 
the Legislature seeking aid to the town on 
this particular project. I went to that hearing 
and I met Representative Jordan in the 
corridor and with him Mr. Brown, counsel 
for the Boston & Maine Railroad, and they 
said they were in no position to make any 
statement as to what they might be able to 
do, Our town warrant had closed and made 
no provision for any appropriation. That 
hearing opened and Senator Cregg of Methuen 
addressed the chairman and said it should 
go over to the next annual session, but he 
hoped in the meantime that all interested 
parties would get together and come to an 
agreement. Here is a contract calling for the 
expenditure of $240,000 to $250,000 and the 
town is asked to pay $63,400. What could 
be fairer? There is not a man who will not 
feel justly proud when that great public 
improvement is done. In the name of common 
sense and fair play, and for the good name 
of the town of Andover, let us stand behind 
your board of Selectmen and these other 
men since departed, who gave their time 
unstintingly to the best interests of the town. 
If it don’t pass it will be the greatest mis- 
take the town of Andover ever made. 

Mr. Hardy: I think this motion should 
pass and $50,000 should be appropriated 
for this purpose, and in order that you may 
have the details of the proposition, I want 
to give you a little history of the case my- 
self. About four years ago our Board of 
Selectmen appeared before the State Board 
of Public Works at Salem asking for con- 
tributions for this town, At that time Mr. 
Williams, who was then chairman of the 
State Board, asked me if I thought the town 
of Andover would be interested in the 
alterations and improvements on North 
Main street. Having in mind the burden 
of payments in block paving on Main street 
proper, I certainly did not want to recommend 
anything at that time so I said to him that I 
thought possibly the town of Andover might 
some time be interested, provided that the 
State would assume 90 per cent of the burden. 
Well, of course I knew the State would not 
assume 90 per cent of the burden; I did not 
expect they would and I did not intend them 
to, However I did not want it brought up 
that year because of the heavy burden that 
we were having in paying for Main street. 
The next year we again appeared before the 
Public Works at Salem, That time I opened 
the subject myself.and called Mr: Williams’s 
attention to his request for information 
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concerning the mind of the town of Andover 
on that proposition. I told him I thought that 
at that time the town of Andover was willing 
to go forward with the proposition provided 
that we could be assured of an equitable 
distribution of the cost. Subsequently we 
filed a petition with the County Commission- 
ers for a hearing to determine whether or 
not public convenience and necessity re- 
quired this improvement. Before the first 
hearing, all the interested parties met at 
the bridge and we discussed the bridge and 
road. The State said they would draw up 
the plans and submit them to the County 
and the Boston & Maine and the Eastern 
Massachusetts Street Railway for their 
approval. This was done. While at that 
hearing at the bridge, I attempted to get 
Mr. Williams to commit the State to a 
definite policy of proportion of costs, but 
this he refused to do, saying that he thought 
the town of Andover should assume the 
whole burden, it being in the center of the 
town, and should be treated the same as 
block paving on Main street. I decided that 
if that was his attitude we might just as well 
close negotiations at once, for the town of 
Andover would never stand for such a 
Proposition. However, he did say he would 
give me a definite answer in two or three 
weeks, or at any rate possibly by the first 
hearing that we had. But he did not give 
me his decision at that time and he con- 
sistently refused to give me any decision 
as to what share of the burden the State 
could assume, and I could see that he was 
going to attempt to slide out from under if 
he could. We carried our hearings through 
until we reached an impasse, the Boston 
& Maine and the Eastern Massachusetts also 
disagreeing on the costs of their proportion 
of the bridge. The Chairman of the State 
Board moved that the entire matter be 
referred to the Superior Court, who would 
appoint a commission to determine the cost 
and assess against the town of Andover 
and other interested parties, but I did not 
approve of that procedure and so stated. 
Then I asked for the privilege of withdrawing 
our petition and this was allowed by the 
County Commissioners, although they need 
not have done it, if they had not seen fit. 
The petition was withdrawn and what hap- 
pened then? A bill was put into the Legisla- 
ture almost immediately by our State 
representatives Mr. Ganley and Mr. Lane, 
fathered by the Lawrence Automobile 
Club. I appeared at the hearing against 
this bill because I did not approve of the 
procedure. There were many reasons in my 
mind why that was not the proper procedure. 
The proponents were given leave to with- 
draw. After that I found that we had to 
start all over again back where we started 
in the beginning. Nevertheless I started 
again, and went back to the County Com- 
missioners and told them we wanted to file 
another petition and wanted to start in 
over again. He suggested that we wait until 
Mr. Williams, the then chairman of the 
Board of Public Works, resigned. He stated 
that he probably did not have more than 
six or eight weeks, or possibly twelve weeks, 
to be in office, and then he was going to 
resign and there would be a new chairman. 
Consequently our board thought that was the 
proper thing and we laid idle for that length 
of time. Then another bill was entered in the 
Legislature by Mr. Ganley and Mr. Lane 
and I understand is pending at the present 
time. However, about four weeks ago I 
went to the Chairman of the State Board of 
Public Works and asked for a private hearing, 
not a hearing really, but a private conference, 
so that we might all get together and talk 
the matter over in a reasonable friendly sort 
of way. No reporters were present, no pa 
represented at all, but it was nothing but 
just an informal get-together to talk the 
situation over. We got farther at that meeting 
than in two years previously. Then at the 
second meeting two weeks later we came to a 
decision and everybody concluded that they 
were satisfied with the distribution of costs. 
So much for that part of it. Now a word 
about the necessity. I had our police depart- 
ment give me a list of the accidents that 
have occurred between the square and the 
bridge, and in 1924 there were 11; in 1925, 
seven; in 1926, five; in 1927, seven; and in 
1928, eight. This makes a total of 38 accidents 
in five years. Previous to that time there 
were five killed in that area. So much for the 
common convenience and necessity. As to the 
apportionments at the present time, re- 
member the Boston & Maine first said 20 
per cent on the bridge was all they would give 
and we could not get them up another inch. 
At the present time they offer 50 per cent, 
and 10 per cent is being borne by the Eastern 
Massachusetts Street Railway. Our first 
agreement of 20 per cent has been lessened 
to 13 1-3 per cént for the Town. What could 
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be more equitable? I trust this motion will 
prevail. 

Mr. Traynor: We have heard Mr. Hardy 
and everybody agrees the road should be 
fixed, but when you come to think about 
the Boston & Maine getting about $93,000 
and she comes in here and the State comes 
in here and there is an automobile tax on 
opi which we were told would be used to 
build better roads. The people is just merely 
waiting to see what they will do with that 
automobile tax on gasoline. I do not think it 
is fair. And Brother Crowley who starts 
off this approval with all this about the 
departed. He almost had me weeping my- 
self. God rest their souls, they are gone! 
And then Hardy goes to work to give to the 
Boston & Maine and State $50,000.

Voted: To appropriate $50,000. 

Article 5.—To see if the Town will appropriate 
the sum of $40,000. for steam pumping equipment, 
Venturi Meter and other improvements at the 
Haggetts Pond Pumping Station, on petition of the 
Board of Public Works. 

Mr. Boutwell: I hope this will be a proved 
and that $20,000 be taken from this year 
and $20,000 from next year. 


Moderator: This is modified by adding as a 
condition $20,000 from this year’s tax levy 
and $20,000 from next year’s. 

Mr. Kidd; I offer an amendment that we 
expend $20,000 for the purpose of installing 
a Deisel engine and all necessary equipment. 

(Not seconded.) 

A. N. Frost: I move an amendment that 
Article 5 be amended by striking out said 
article and substituting the following: 
That the sum of $2,000 be appropriated for 
the purchase and installation by the Board 
of Public Works of a suitable electrically 
driven pump. I suppose it is no more than 
fair to this meeting that the Finance Com- 
mittee take the initiative in the explanation 
and exposition of its position in connection 
with this matter. The whole proposition 
is an engineering proposition. I am not an 
engineer. Figures and technicalities are 
extremely foreign to my makeup, but I am 
somewhat of an average individual and I 
take it that the same thing will maintain 
with reference to the majority of you people 
who are listening, and will listen to this 
debate. I want to present this matter to the 
townspeople in as simple language as I am 
able to do, and in the language in which I 
am thinking about it myself. I don’t think 
that the townspeople need to feel that 
tomorrow or next day the supply of water 
to your homes is going to cease by reason 
of this controversy for the steam-driven 
pump at Haggett’s pond is still running and 
so is the electrically driven pump still run- 
ning, whenever it is needed, so that any fear 
in your mind and which was in my mind when 
I first heard about this, that we are about 
to suffer a tremendous water famine, is not 
appropriate. We are faced simply with a 
purely business proposition, nothing more, 
nothing less. The present steam pump, which 
is the major unit of our pumping system, 
is operating, or was operating yesterday, and 
I assume it has not broken down now. Last 
year the Board of Public Works came to 
the Finanace Committee with their budget 
and in that budget they had an appropria- 
tion asking for the sum of $2300 for the 
repairing of the plant at the water works. 
The Finance Committee asked some ques- 
tions about the matter and fortunately 
the questions of the committee were not 
resented by the Board of Public Works, and 
they said that with $2300 the steam plant 
at Haggett’s pond could be placed in such a 
condition that it would last some years to 


r | come without further expenditure. That plant 


is over 35 years old and has seen much of its 
usefulness. There are some things about it 
which require repairing, there is no doubt 
of that and the Board of Public Works has 
considered that and has expended certain 
sums of money in the repair of that same 
pump. Last year I understood they expended 
the enormous sum of $663 in the repair of 
the steam pump at Haggett’s pond, after 
an appropriation was made at this town 
meeting of $2300 for permanent repairs. 
Can you wonder that the Finance Com- 
mittee was struck ratlier forcibly that 
something should be looked into in connec- 
tion with the pumping system when they 
were faced with this proposition this year 
and asked for $40,000 this year after they | 
had said last year that $2300 would put the 
pump into reasonable permanent repair. 
Is there any wonder that the Finance Com- 
mittee, trying to function for the service 
of this town along lines within its duty, 
should inquire somewhat carefully into 
what was the reason for the proposition of the 
expenditure of this large sum of money. And 
in its consideration of a determination to 
cut the tax-rate of this town down as low as 
possible should it not endeavor by every 
means in its power to find out whether that 
expenditure was necessary or not, or whether 
there might be some other method by which 
the expenditure of this money could at least 
for a time be avoided? There exists today 
at Haggett’s pond pumping station an 
electrically driven pump. That pump has 
been in operation I think for a period of 
five years. It was conceded at the very 
outset of the controversy that the elec- 
trically driven pump installed a number of 
years ago would be an absolutely inefficient 
and expensive unit and at no time has there 
been any consideration that the present 
electrically driven pump shall continue to be 
used, for in the interests of economy its 
operation should stop and money will be 
saved by the purchase of a new electrically 
driven pump brought up to date, and which 
engineers say is efficient and will supply 
water for many years to come efficiently 
and effectively. If that is true, and the 
engineers hired and paid by the Board of 
Public Works do not deny the fact that an 
electrically driven pump will in itself supply 
the town of Andover with all the water that 
it needs, and will supply as much water as a 
steam plant will supply, then there should 
be no question whatever at this time as to 
whether one will do the job any more effec- 
tively and completely than the other. The 
answer of the engineers of the Board of 


proper step. The Finance Committee has 
not been satisfied with the reports given 
to the Public Works Committee by their 
engineers, which they have very kindl 
furnished for our comparison and perdaal, 
and they are not satisfied with the figures 
submitted by the Lawrence Gas & Electric 
engineers, which the Board of Public Works 
submitted for our perusal, but we have worked 
independently and with separate citizens 
of this town who were approved engineers 
and fully competent, and the result has been 
consultation with those men who have 
freely given of their services and who have 
looked into the matter carefully. The result 
has been to us a confirmation of the posi- 
tion which we have taken with respect to 
this matter of the pump. It enables us to say 
at this time, and make it as an assertion, 
that if this town purchases an electrically 
driven pump at a cost of $2000 it can be 
run cheaper than the purchase of a steam- 
driven pump at a cost of $40,000. What 
does it say in the Townsman of last week? 
There was published by the Finance Com- 
mittee an article with tables in which they 
attempted to show to the town that our 
endeavor was, so far as sible, to give the 
town what facts and res we had and 
what led us to the conclusions which we have 
reached. Let us not think for a moment 
that there is any ulterior motive on the part 
of anybody. We are all of us anxious to serve, 
anxious to give of our best for this, our town. 
There is nobody trying at any time, either 
the members of the Board of Public Works 
or the Finance Committee, to do anything 
whatever except as they see it for the best 
interests of this town. Let us set aside these 
recriminations and these accusations that 
are being made, They are not really ap- 
propriate and nothing in connection with 
them has any bearing upon the issue. You 
are simply the jury and we are trying to 
piesent to you the facts as we sce them. 

have no doubt that the Board of Public 
Works will endeavor to do exactly the same. 
It is for you to decide as to what you think 
you ought to do with this rather important 
and technical affair. 


The Finance Committee published their 
facts and figures and the Board of Public 
Works replied. We endeavored to show that 
the cost of operating the steam plant, 
according to the Finance Committee’s 
figures was the sum of $8715, and according 
to the Board of Public Works this cost of 
operating was $5,915. I want to call this to 
your attention and I have no intention to 
discuss with you the kilowatt hour or other 
technical expressions used in connection 
with the matter, but just trying to give you 
the figures as they have summed themselves 
up. The Public Works Commission has said 
that we have sought to befuddle the issue 
here by making a statement that the in- 
stallation, or rather the time it will be neces- 
sary to take for the repairs of the present 
steam pump will take five weeks. They say 
now it will take five days. I can only answer 
that by saying that all of my associates 
on the Finance Committee tell me they 
have heard or did hear the representatives of 
the Board of Public Works when they came 
before us say that it would take five weeks 
to make the repairs necessary upon the 
present steam plant, during which time it 
would be necessary to run and operate the 
present electrical pump. They say they said 
five days and I would like to give them credit 
for the truth of their statement, but we must 
have the credit of having listened to what 
they said to us and misunderstood. If they 
said five days and we misunderstood it to be 
five weeks, then one of the items must come 
out, the sum of $1800 for electrical power 
which would be expended during that five 
weeks as we understood it.when the opera- 
tion of the electrical plant would be required. 
That would make the sum a little different, 
and $6,915 would be the amount which we 
say it would cost the Board of Public Works 
to operate the steam plant. The items of 
fuel are the same. The item of the stand-by 
charge would be the same as the stand-by 

ays the minimum charge made by the 
ight and gas company, which means you 
must use a certain amount of electricity 
in order to get a certain cost for that elec- 
tricity. That is $200 per month making a 
total charge of $2400 per year which must 
be used anyway. You who operate power 
plants know what that means. You have 
got to use it anyway and pay that amount 
of money. Now the town of Andover dis- 
counts its bills, therefore ten per cent comes 
out and the charge for electrical power is 
$2160. The only other difference—the 
stand-by charge of the Finance Committee 
and the Board of Public Works table is 
exactly the same and that leaves the only 
difference between the figures of the Finance 
Committee and the Board of Public Works 
in the item of additional maintenance. The 
Finance Committee says $2300 and the 
Board of Public Works says $1300. 

We have no other knowledge to go by 
than that which the Board of Public Works 
has presented to our committee when at its 
conference in connection with the budget 
items. At that time the Board of Public 
Works came before the Finance Committee 
on two occasions. On one it said it desired 
the sum of $1200 for repairs to the steam 
plant, which is what that item means, and 
on a second occasion they came before our 
board and said they had discovered some- 
thing else and wanted an additional $1100. 
My figuring shows that makes $2300 and 
if the Board of Public Works is correct, and 
in that budget which you have already 
checked they have asked for and have 
received the sum of $2000 for this additional 
maintenance item, then it seems to me. that 
if their statements have any weight at all 
it must be that the $2300 item is the correct 
one. If that is true, then there is not any 
difference whatever between the Finance 
Committee’s table and the Public Works 
Committee’s table except the item of $1000 

in the cost of repairing the present steam 
plant. I come now to the matter of the cost 
of operation of an electrical plant, This issue 
is nothing more or less than the difference 
in the cost of operating the electrical plant 
and the cost of operating a steam plant.

The Pump-A Suggestion 


I am now writing, not as Chairman of the 
Andover Finance committee, but as a citi- 
zen with no official conncetion with the 


town, and seeking none. My duties ended 
with Monday’s Town meeting and I lay 
down the responsibility with a definite 
sense of gratitude at being allowed the 
opportunity to serve. I am not asking, and 
will not si membership on the Finance 
committee if offered and have so notified 
the Moderator. 

It was stated at town meeting that the 
article with reference to the pump was vital. 
It is. Not in the sense of impending and 
immediate danger to the water supply, but 
to put an end to a wasteful and unnecessary 
drain of public funds. It was an extremely 
difficult subject to discuss because of its 
engineering technicalities, and, unlike the 
Board of Public Works, I did not have the 
benefit of a hired engineer not a citizen of the 
town seated at my side to aid and speak 
through me to an Andover town meeting. 
I knew this during the argument, but I did 
not wish to throw into the discussion any- 
thing which would divert us from a fair, 
impartial and unprejudiced consideration 
of the facts at issue that a right decision 
might be made. I want to say in passing 
that the reception by the meeting of the 
presentation of the case, dry and probably 
unduly extended (by me), difficult of ex- 
planation as it was, betokens the high plane 
to which the townsmen and women of Andover 
can, if they wish, elevate its town meeting. 

I have but one regret over the action of the 
meeting, and that is that no settlement 
was made of the pump question. It ought to 
be. The town should not continue to pay 
out its money for the use of an out-of-date, 
improperly installed inefficient electric pump 
when a comparatively small expenditure 
would stop it. Neither should a continual 
repair expense be made year after year to 
ineffectively put in temporary condition 
an old engine which has outlived its use- 
fulness as a major unit. Either a new electric 
pump should be bought and the present steam 
engine used as needed for emergency, or it 
should be scrapped and a new steam engine 
Bought as proposed. 

That is the issue. 

The Public Works committee has, after 
investigation, taken a decided stand on the 
matter as has also the Finance committee. 
The town meeting saw fit to postpone further 
consideration to the next town meeting. 
I have no quarrel with that disposition, 
except that I would like to see a decision 
on the matter without unnecessary delay. 

But the vote adopted alsé provides for 
future consideration by the Board of Public 
Works. This means nothing more or less 
than no progress at all. There is no likeli- 
hood that the Board will or can change its 
mind. It wouldn’t be human nature under 
the circumstances. The fact is the proposi- 
tion goes prejudged and prejudiced before a 
Board of Public Works which has already 
said its mind is made up. What the townsmen 
should have is an impartial consideration 
of the whole thing by an entirely independent 
committee approaching the question with 
no bias for one side or the other. Only then 
will we get the answer we seek. I do not 
mean at all by these statements to cast any 
aspersions of the slightest nature at any 
member of the Board of Public Works. 
I believe them to be men of the highest 
integrity actuated by no motive which is in 
the slightest degree antagonistic to the best 
interest of our town and its people. They can, 
however, be as honestly mistaken as can also 
the Finance committee, to the members of 
which equally applies the statements just 
made with reference to the members of the 
Board of Public Works. To be sure, there is 
always the possibility that an entirely new 
finance committee may be appointed by the 
Moderator for the ensuing year and so a 
new judgment of the problem may be had so 
far as that committee is concerned. The 
probabilities are, however, that, as is usual, 
most of the finance committee will be made” 
up of reappointments. : 

I, therefore, propose, as Ididat the meeting 
but was overuled and rightly so by the 
Moderator as contrary to parliamentary 
procedure, that with the consent of the 
Board of Public Works the Moderator shall 
name a committee of five citizens, none of 
whom shall be connected with the Board of 
Public Works or with the Finance Committee 
of the present or coming year, who shall 
thoroughly investigate the whole subject 
matter and make their report before the 
first of next year to the Board of Public 
Works. Such independent judgment should 
be a most powerful factor in solving the 
problem and I, for one, have no such pride of 
opinion that such a determination independ- 
ently arrived at by such a committee acting in 
the manner proposed wouid not weigh con- 
clusively in pointing the proper action the 
town meeting of next year should take.

To the Editor of thé Townsman 
Dear Sir: 

In last week’s Townsman there was 
printed a long letter of a very evident cryptic 
nature signed by John Sebastian Brook. If 
the writer’s purpose is to draw the attention 
of Townsman readers to a matter of broad, 
vital, public interest, can the letter not be 
printed again together with the key?

More than ever, the all-day Farm and 
Garden Conference on March 27 will abound 
in ideas. Most of these no doubt will be 
imparted be the speakers but some ideas 
surely will be culled from the exhibits. The 
committee has learned from long experience 
not to lay in a large stock of anything 
fashioned with a needle.

The committee is expecting a small con- 
signment of Sutton’s seeds in choice and 
new varieties. 

Among the miscellaneous articles will be 
the tidepscaable telephone-book-magnify- 
ing-glass and the little rubbers that slip 
into the smallest hand-bag. 

Local commercial exhibits will be in charge 
of Mrs, Philip P. Cole and an extended notice 
of them will appear later. These exhibits 
are on a commission basis and are in charge 
of their owners.

Michael J. McCartney: I think itis danger- 
ous to close up Bartlet street just now. A 
little while ago Phillips academy asked for a 
closing of the other end of Chapel avenue, 
and the town granted it with the under- 
standing that it was going into Highland 
road, but that was never done. I think it is 
rather dangerous. A man can hardly make a 
safe turn there now with anything faster 
than an ox team. I think the proper thing 
to do is to make a good turn on Chapel ave- 
nue. There are times when those of us living 
in one of those districts can hardly get to the 
back yard, there are so many automobiles 
there. They haven’t any too many streets 
up there now. We ought to keep open all 
that we have and then open up a little more. 

Mr. Traynor: The trucks are going down 
that way. The reason I voted for that is that 
there are a great many trucks going down 
that way and we have a lot of school chil- 
dren on Bartlet street and the reason that I 
asked to have it closed up is because it would 
be safer for the children on Bartlet street. 

Mr. Hardy: Your Board of Survey looked 
into this matter quite carefully and were 
unanimous in feeling that it should be ap- 
proved. You know the exit of Chapel avenue 
on to Main street is very dangerous where 
you turn left to go to Boston and you run 
right into double tracks. Wheeler street is 
going to have better corners so that the 
entrance and exit are going to be a good deal 
better than on Chapel avenue at the present 
time. The question has been asked as to the 
view passing out of Wheeler street on to 
Main street and I have been assured by the 
authorities of Phillips academy that the 
trees will be removed. There will probably 
be a low wall and possibly some shrubs but 
nothing to prevent the view on to Main street 
This in our opinion makes for greater safety 
and is a better proposition. , 

Mr. McCartney: The obstruction is al- 
ready on both sides. The only fault of Chapel 
avenue at the present time is that the would- 
be boulevard they made there is very danger- 
ous. There should be a proper turn on Chapel 
avenue. It is as much as a man’s life is worth 
to make a turn there especially when the 
street is slippery because it is down further 
on the hillside. There have been several bad 
accidents. There was a signal there but it 
was knocked to pieces. I have seen cars 
turned right around on the road. I think it 
would be better to keep them both open and 
make a proper turn at chapel avenue.

No one has more 
desire to add to the comfort of my friend 
going back and forth to Lawrence by pro- 
viding smooth roads for his automobile 
but we are informed that if we can wait unti 
the Main street project is rebuilt, we may 
get State aid in rebuilding Union street.

Mr. O’Connell: What does it mean, Mr. 
Chairman? Are we to gather that that would 
mean the employment of an auditor and 
what would the salary be? 

Mr. Hardy: I doubt if it would mean they 
would come to any action immediately. 
We would have to wait until the State came 
up here to install the system, which probably 
would not be right waay. Then again we 
have appointed at a recent election the town 
auditors, and there is another reason why 
perhaps it might not be installed immediately. 
We would endeavor to see that the State 
installed it at some time before our next 
town meeting so that at that time we would 
have to appoint a town accountant, but it 
might easily be one of the people who were 
working in the Town house. The $600 that 
would be saved by the auditors could go 
towards that salary, whatever it might be. 
I should not think it would be a great deal 
more than we would save. The work the 
auditors now do would be done by that town 
accountant, 

Moderator: We have practically technically
